After you play a cassette tape several times, the tape 
might become tightly wound on the reels. This can cause 
the sound quality to deteriorate during playback. 

To restore the sound quality, fast-forward the tape 
from the beginning to the end of one side, then 
completely rewind it. Then loosen the tape reels by 
gently tapping each side of the cassette's outer shell on 
a flat surface. & 

Cleamimg theTape-Hamdumg Parts 

Dirt, dust or particles of the tape's coating can 
accumulate on the tape heads and other parts that the 
tape touches. This can greatly reduce the performance 
of the system. After every 20 hours of tape player 
operation, follow these steps to clean the tape-handling 
parts. 

1. Remove the batteries. 

2. Open the cassette compartment door and press 
PLAY to expose the tape-handling parts. 

3. Use a cotton swab dipped in tape head cleaning 
solution or denatured alcohol to gently clean the 
record/playback head, pinch roller, capstan and tape 
guides. 

4. Press STOP/EJECT to release the tape-handling 
parts. Then close the cassette compartment cover 
and reconnect power. O’ 

CARE 

Keep the recorder dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the recorder only in normal 
temperature environments. Handle the recorder 
carefully; do not drop it. Keep the recorder away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally 
to keep it looking new. 

If your recorder is not performing as it should, take it 
to your local RadioShack store for assistance. Modifying 
or tampering with the recorder's internal components 
can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its 
warranty.
